Estimates of its 
wounded ranged up to 700 with the 
dead from 12 to 100. 


Through the veil of silence came one 
report from Turin that “a red dictator- 


ship” had been set. up, but other dis- 
patches from border towns said that 
the situation had been mastered by 
the authorities. 

The rioting started after the acquit- 
tal of several former soldiers accused 
of murdering a Socialist, and the palace 
of justice was burned and records de- 
stroyed. 

Special dispatches received in Lon- 
don stated that the rioting was really 
part of a coup d’etat, but no confirma- 
tion of this was available. 

A general strike was reported to have 
been called last night, with the riot- 
ing mob waiting at strategical points 
while negotiations between their lead- 
ers and Chancellor Seipel proceeded. 

Newspaper offices were sacked, apart- 
ments looted near the palace of justice 
and police statidns raided. 


Heavy Fighting Reported. 


Vienna, Austria, July 15 (By A. P.). 
(By telephone to Berlin).—Serious 
rioting that developed into heavy fight- 
ing threw Vienna into wild disorders 
today. 

At 4 o'clock this afternoon the casu- 
alties were reported to be 40 killed and 
200 wounded.

Storm Sends Mercury Down 
14 Degrees After Capital 
Swelters Till Dusk. 


MORE SHOWERS PROMISED 


St. Swithin “came through” yester- 
day—his anniversary—and temporarily 
broke the four-day heat wave with a 
refreshing rainstorm. 

The storm, preceded by strong and 
cooling breezes, hurtled the mercury 
on the Pennsylvania avenue kiosk from 
the high point of 96, attained at 4 
o’clock, downward 14 degrees within 
2 hours. The official high point reg- 
istered at the Weather Bureau was 94.

The mercury, by two degrees, 
failed to reach the high.point of the 
summer, 96 degrees, which was set at 
2 o'clock Thursday. The hottest day 
on. record for July was made July 21 
last year, when the mercury registered 
104.

CLASSIFYING BOARD 
PUTS BAN ON UNION 


Will Deal Only Directly 
With Women Employes’ 
Group Is Told. 


ACTION FOLLOWS PAY 
INCREASE REFUSAL 


Ruling Further Proves Official 
Body’s Unfitness, Federa- 
tion Head Declares. 


‘ 


The personnel classification board 
will deal directly with Federa) em- 
ployes, but not through representatives 
of their unions, it so informed the 
women’s union of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing yesterday, in re- 
sponse to a request for a rehearing for 
reallocation providing 40 cents a day 
pay raise. 

In a reply to Miss Gertrude McNally, 
secretary of the union, who presented 
the request for rehearing, board mem- 
bers said they had set up a procedure 
for handling appeals and that if em- 
ployes felt they had further informa- 


tion which had not already been fur- | 
nished the board with respect to their | 
work, they should follow this proced- 
ure. 

This, they explained, is the right of 
any employe who feels that his posi- 
tion is not properly allocated as to con- 
dition or pay, to file an appeal which 
the board will reconsider in its regular 
order on its docket. The letter did 
not state what the action of the board 
would be relative to granting a rehear- 
ing, but emphasized that the procedure 
would deal direct with employes in the 
service and not with representatives of 
their union. 


Seek Higher Classification. 


Action resulted from a refusal of the 
classification board to grant a pay in- 
crease to women employes of the wet- 
ting division of the bureau, ‘who asked 
reallocation from grade one to grade 
two of the clerical and mechanical divi- 
sion, involving raises of from 45 to 50 
cents to from 55 to 60 cents an hour. 

Negative action was protested by the 
State Federation of Labor, and the 
women workers plan to carry their cam- 
paign to Congress and the President in 
the event of unfavorable action. 

Following a mass meeting several 
weeks ago, the women again requested 
a rehearing and an additional one was 
asked in the case of 800 employes in 
the the printing division. The latter 
is based onthe contention that in class 
specifications set up by the board, em- 
ployes who feed plate printing presses 
were put in grade 1 while those feeding 
power presses were given a higher allo- 
cation in grade 2, and that there is no 
difference in the work. 


Board Action Criticized. 


Two hundred employes are affected 
in the wetting division where they 
prepare sheets of currency paper for 
plate printers, the paper being printed 
wet. Some of them operate machines 
moistening the papers and others counr 
the sheets. 

Action of the board was severely 
criticized last night by Luther C. 
Steward, president of the National Fed- 
eration of Federal Employes, who de- 
clared that it is “an attempt arbitrarily 
to deprive employes of the right to col- 
lective presentation of grievances speci- 
fically recognized by congressional en- 
actment.” He said “it offers on its face 
further Convincing proof of the con- 
tinued unfitness of the personnel 
Alassification board, as at present con- 
stituted, to administer the act which 
created it.”

Norwegian Ship Goes Down in 
15 Minutes, 5 Miles Off 
Nantucket Light. 


20 MEN LEAP TO SAFETY 


New York, July 15 (A.P.).—Twenty- 
five men who escaped death when their 
ship, the Norwegian steamer Sagaland, 
was sunk when in collision with the 
Holland American liner Veendam early 
today, were being brought here tonight 
in the Veendam. One man of the Saga- 
land’s crew lost his life. 

The ships struck five miles east of 
Nantucket Lightship. The Norwegian 
steamer, a craft of only 2,677 tons gross 
register loaded with 9,000,000 pounds of 
sugar, sank in 15 minutes. 

As the collision occurred 20 of the 
Sagaland’s crew of 26 were able to leap 
to the towering Veendam, a ship of 
13,000 tons. Five others were picked 
up from the water by the Veendam’s 
lifeboats, but one sailor was not found, 
though the Veendam cruised the vi- 
cinity for an hour. 

Capt. Krol, of the Veendam, reported 
by wireless to the Associated Press 
after the collision that his ship was 
undamaged. The Veendam was on its 
way here from Rotterdam and South- 
ampton and the Sagaland was bound 
for Boston from Manzanilla, Cuba. 


Press follows: 

“The Veendam at 4:40 a. m. today, 
when about five miles east from the 
Nantucket Lightship, collided with the 
Norwegian steamship Sagaland from 
Manzanilla, Cuba, to Boston, with a 
cargo of 28,000 bales of sugar, Capt. A 
Pederson in command, and chartered 
by the West India Steamship Co. 

“Twenty men of the Sagaland crew 
immediately jumped on board the 
Veendam and five men in the water 
were saved by the Veendam lifeboats. 
One sailor, missing, was searched for 
during an hour, but no trace of him 
was found. 

“The Sagaland sank 
after the crash in 30 fathoms. The 
Veendam suffered no damage and 
proceeding to New York, due at quar- 
antine at 8 a’clock tonight.”

MACHINE IS WRECKED

Honolulu, July 15 (A.P.).—After hav- 
ing been lost for 414 hours, Ernest L. 
Smith, California aviator, and his navi- 
gator, Emory B. Bronte, landed today 
on the Island of Molokai, 
southeast of Honolulu. 

News of the forced landing on Molo- 
kai was received here in a radiogram 
by Capt. Lowell Smith from the fliers. 
At that time a search for them was in 
progress about 700 miles northeast of 
here by three ships that had heard the 
S OS signals sent out by the plane at 
6:13 a. m., Pacific time. 

Fear that the fliers were in distress 
after the plane reported it was landing 
on the ocean was changed to joy when 
word of the island descent was re- 
ceived here 444 hours later. 

Smith’s plane was damaged in the 
landing when it crashed into a kiawe 
or breadfruit tree. Neither Smith nor 
Bronte was hurt.

Are Taken to Honolulu. 

Smith and Bronte, who left Oakland, 
Calif., Thursday morning for the flight 
to Hawaii, arrived at Wheeler Field, 25 
miles from Honolulu, at 3:57 p. m., 
Honolulu time (6:26 correct Pacific 
time) today as passengers aboard Army 
planes. 

The twelve Army planes flew over 
Honolulu in formation at 3:39 p. m. 
(Honolulu time), and a few minutes 
later swung on to Wheeler Field before 
thousands of cheering spectators.

Smith took a moment 
from the formal reception to explain 
that much of his trouble was caused 
by his gasoline indicator not working 
properly.

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TROOPS FIGHT VIENNA MOBS; 
RED DICTATORSHIP REPORTED

The acquittal of a number of former 
soldiers who were. accused of having 
killed a Socialist at Schallendorf in 
January, precipitated the riots. The 
acquittals were announced last night 
after violent political speeches by 
counsel for both the prosecution and 
defense. A large crowd, which was 
waiting outside for the verdict, imme- 
diately started hostile demonstrations 
against the judges which led to minor 
Clashes and police interference. 

It was early this morning, however, 
when the real trouble began, as soon as 
newspaper reports made the _ verdict 
generally known. Some of the news- 
papers printed denunciations of the 
verdict. Workers left the factories and 
began moving in the direction of Ring- 
strasse, shouting, “Murderers! Down 
with class justice!” 

The first conflicts occurred opposite 
university where policemen. were 
disarmed and their uniforms torn off 
by the mob. The policemen were res- 
cued with great difficulty by reinforce- 
ments. The most menacing situation 
arose outside of the Palace of Justice 
where thousands of workmen erected 
barricades with motor cars and motor 
lorries to prevent the mounted police 
from advancing. 

Soon after noon a mob got inside the 
building and played havoc there de- 
spite a large guard of police. Windows 
were smashed and books and documenis 
thrown out to be burned by the riot- 
ers. Officials and clerks were dragged 
out and beaten by the enraged mob and 
were only saved from lynching by vol- 
unteer Red Cross’ workers. Meanwhile, 
was opened on the 
rioters from another story of the Law 
Courts. 

The mob prevented the efforts of the 
fire brigade to extinguish the flames 
at the Palace of Justice and for a time 
it seemed as if the police had dis- 
appeared. 


Troops Fight Mobs. 


Toward 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
the Republican Schutzbund began an 
advance toward the Palace of Justice 
and was immediately involved in heavy 
fighting. Shots were exchanged and 
there were numerous wounded on both 
sides. The crowd eventually was driven 
back and the fire brigade was able to 
play sterams of water on the burning 
structure, but it was feared that at 
least half of the building would be 


| destroyed. 


At 4 o’clock regular.troops, armed 
with machine guns, advanced on the 
palace of justice and the fighting con- 
tinued. 

In the Josef Strasse, a mob burst 
the printing and editorial de- 


richten. The rioters seized copies of 
the paper and burned them in the 
streets. 

The mob also ‘stormed and set fire to 
the building of the Reichpost and also 
attacked several police stations. The 
stations were attacked when the police 
had fled for their lives against the 
overwhelming numbers of rioters. 

The Socialist Party held a meeting 
and gave instructions to local 
leaders to prevent workers from the 
suburbs invading the city. 

The situation appeared very threat- 
ening. 

General Strike Called. 


Paris, July 15 (A. P.).—A Havas dis- 
patch from Prague, Czechoslovakia, says 
that a general strike of all trades was 
reported to have been declared in 
Vienna after a day of rioting, street 
fighting and arson, causing the death 
of 40 persons and the injury of 200 
more, the burning down of the Palace 
of Justice and the sacking of three 
newspaper plants. 

These reports were received at Prague 
tonight from frontier towns, all direct 
communications from Vienna having 
hroken down. 

From all the accounts received at 
Prague, the dispatch said, there was a 
concerted organized attack against the 
government, public buildings, the pal- 
ace of justice and the university be- 
ing the objectives of the manifestants. 

A train bound for Vienna from 
Prague was stopped at the Austrian 
frontier by a group of “rebels,” said

The information cited said that So- 
clalist party leaders tonight were nego- 
tiating with the manifestants in order 
to reestablish law and order and to 
prevent further bloodshed.

Children Play in the Streets 
When Recreation Spaces Are 
Unavailable and Get Hurt. 


LACK OF FUNDS CHECK 
TO ADEQUATE NUMBER 


Mrs. Rhodes Urges $60,000 
Yearly to Maintain 80 Play 
Areas at Schools. 


The establishment without delay of 
an adequate number of playgrounds in 
the District may save the lives of many 
children, and prevent the crippling of 
many more, who are likely to fall vic- 
tims to automobiles while playing in 
the street, officials of the Traffic Bu- 
reau declare. 

The provision of adequate playground 
space would make a noticeable reduc- 
tion in the numberof traffic casualties 
occurring among children, it is said. 
The first thing that officials of the 
Traffic Bureau would do in a concerted 
effort to reduce the numper of casual- 
ties among children would be to provide 
adequate playgrounds. 

Mrs. Susie Root Rhodes, supervisor 
of playgrounds, said yesterday that an 
attempt will be made to keep open after 
school during the coming school year 
ten more playgrounds than were kept 


/open last year. 


Appropriations Too Small. 


She explained that there is no cer- 
tainty that this can be done. The 
closely shaven appropriation will per- 
mit it only by pressure. Nevertheless, 
the attempt will be made, and there is 
some hope of success. If the ten ad- 
ditional school playgrounds can be kept 
open after school during the coming 
school year, the total number kept open 
will be increased to twenty. This num- 
ber, added to the 28 municipal play- 
grounds, and 2 play stations, which will 
be available to children, will give the 
children of the city 50 playgrounds dur- 
ing the coming school year. 

During the present summer 40 school 
playgrounds are available to the chil- 
dren, besides the 30 municipal play 
centers, a total of 70 playgrounds. The 
limited appropriation which is allowed 
for maintaining school playgrounds 
prevents this number being available 
during the school year. 

However, according to Mrs. Rhodes, 
apparently many mothers are not aware 
of the opportunity afforded their chil- 
dren to play at these summer play- 
grounds. Although a great. many 
children use the playgrounds during 
the summer, more could be accommo- 
dated. What is needed, it is ex- 
plained, is for parents, in the interest 
of safety, to have their children make 
habitual use of those summer play- 
grounds nearest their homes. There 
they may play in safety, and under 
proper <iirection. And playing there 
they may play their fill, and perhaps 
will show no inclination to play in the 
streets, where they are endangered by 
automobiles. 


Must Be Habitual Users. 


Washington, or any municipality, will 
be benefited by a municipal playground 
ssytem in proportion as the children of 
the city become habitual users of com- 
munity playgrounds, To the extent 
that this becomes fashion the habit of 
playing in the street, which is the least 
satisfactory place on earth to play, and 
the most dangerous in this modern 
time of motor vehicles, will show a de- 
cline. 

Many mothers hesitate to allow their 
children to go to playgrounds, it is 
said, because they are afraid to allow 
them out of their sight. If they can 
keep their children within sight, and 
under control, this caution, it is said, 
is well. But often they need only es- 
cape from sight for a moment to be 
killed. 

What would be better, it is explained, 
is for the parent or relative to accom- 
pany the child or children to one of 
the nearby playgrounds habitually. 
This, of course, would apply in the 
case of the younger children who are 
too small to be allowed out of sight. 

At the schools where summer schoo] 
is in progress, the playgrounds are 
open from 1 o’clock to 6 o’clock, Miss 
Rhodes explains. Other school play- 
grounds are open during the summer 
from 10 o’clock in the morning until 6 
o'clock. They would be kept open 
later, but the janitor usually demands 


to be permitted to go home at 6 
o'clock. 


Places for Small Children. 


Attention is being given by the play- 
grounds department to the provision of 
“toddlers’ corners” in playgrounds, 
where small children may play in 
safety, Mrs. Rhodes says. Establish- 
ment of such “corners” in pldygrounds 
might be effective in reducing the num- 
ber of children under 4 years of age 
who are struck and killed by motor 
vehicles annually here while playing in 
the street. 

One of the worst practices among 
children is begging rides from passing 
motorists. This practice has been de- 
cried vigorously throughout the United 
States ,and local school officials have 
issued strong pronouncements against it. 

Yet, according to officials of the 
Traffic Bureau, one of the common

Financial Backing and Nice, Soft Staff Is All Virginia

The flag pole sitting epidemic, which 
has raged throughout the summer in 
Denver, Newark and Chicago, yesterday 
threatened invasion of Washington 
when Riner H. Whitlock, local steeple- 
jack, issued a challenge to any and, all 
comers to outsit them upon their chosen 
staff. 


Whitlock scoffs at “Chicago Joe” 
Powers’ 15-day record, and is moved 
to derision at the twelve and sixteen 
day marks, respectively, of “Spider” 
Haines, of Denver, and “Shipwreck” 


Kelly, of Newark. 

“Flag pole climbing is my dish,” says 
Riner Whitlock, “and 17 days on top 
of the right pole will be pie.” 

But although Whitlock is ready and 
willing to sit, he must have financial 
backing, he made known yesterday. 
The ordeal would cost him 30 days 
leave from his present job without pay, 
he declared. 

“And anyway, sitting on top a flag 
pole for 17 days is worth something be- 
sides the fun I get out of it,” he added. 

Whitlock is 29 years old, married, 
end lives at 419 South Oak Street, Lyon 
Park, Va. For seven years he has plied 
his trade of “roofer and steeple, jack,” 
during which he has scaled and painted 
poles atop both Postoffice buildings, 
the Riggs National Bank, the American 
Security & Trust Co. Building, the St. 


James Hotel, the Washington Loan & 
Trust Co., the Investment and McGill 
buildings, and innumerable other struc- 
tures. He has had four falls in those 
seven years, one a 70-foot topple which 
fractured bones in his left leg, and left 
him marked with permanent scars. 


Whitlock has not told his wife of 
his plans, he said, knowing that she 
would oppose them. “I’ll let the papers 
break it to her gently,” was his com- 
ment. He has no children. 


In the event his “business proposi- 
tion” is taken up by some person or 
firm interested in the publicity in- 
volved, Whitlock will adopt the fol- 
lowing procedure: Mounting the chosen 
pole with “chasers and safety belt,’ he 
will fashion a “sheepshank” about the 
top of the shaft, hanging from this a 
hammock-like contraption he has de- 
signed. Here he would repose, in sun 
and rain, for seventeen days. Food and 
drink would be hoisted to him 
throughout the period by an assistant 
stationed below. 

“Nothing to it,” 


says Riner Whit- 


tock. “And 1 will do my sitting on any 


pole in the United States, providing 
it’s safe.” 

The steeplejack is a former service 
man, and was overseas for eleven 
months during the war period. He was 
partially disabled in the service. 
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The regulation that requires a mo- 
torist to come to a dead stop when 
emerging from an alley, sound his 
horn, and proceed into the street at 
3 miles an hour, does not mean that 
the motorist may merely sound his 

“horn and come out of the alley with- 
out making the stop. 

It is his duty to obey the law as 
stated. If the regulations governing 
driving in alleys were implicitly 
obeyed in Washington no accidents 
would occur in alleys. But accidents 
do occur in alleys at the rate of 
about five ga month. Many motorists 
apparently do not know that the

destinations children have in mind 
when they beg rides here is a play- 
ground which is too far from their 
homies to make walking attractive. 

The child usually will beg a ride 
of one motorist, who passes On, and 
then, having been refused,*will con- 
tinue to step farther and farther into 
the street as the motorists pass ‘by 
until finally he reaches the middle of 
the street and the motorists pass to 
the right and left of him. He is then 
not only in imminent danger himself, 
but is himself a danger to the motor- 
ists. For if any one of them happened 
to make a false move because of his 
presence a collision probably would re- 
sult. 

Third More Are Needed. 


Mrs. Rhodes explains that the Dis- 
trict needs at least one-third more 
municipal playgrounds. However, her 
chief present objective is to obtain 
more appropriations in order to keep 
the same number of school playgrounds 
open after school and on Saturdays 
and holidays during the school year 
as are open during the summer months. 

A committee of experts has esti- 
mated, she said, that $60,000 would 
be required annually to maintain 30 
school playgrounds during the school 
year and 50 school playgrounds during 
the summer. However, the playgrounds 
department has $23,000 for main- 
tenance of school playgrounds for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. Salaries 
of playground directors; janitors and 
equipment must be paid for. Congress 
granted in the last appropriation all 
the District Commissioners and the 
Bureau of the Budget allowed. 

The First Precinct, bounded by K 
street, Seventh street, East Executive 
avenue and the Mall, is perhaps the 
Best illustration of the need for play- 
grounds. 


No Playground for 1,000. 


There are, in the precinct, 1,000 chil- 
dren, according to police census, and 
there is not one playground in the 
precinct, either school or municipal. 

Another need, Mrs. Rhodes says, is to 
Place fire plugs at playgrounds in order 
that sprinklers may be _ established 
there for the benefit of children dur- 
ing the summer. As it is, the sprink- 
lers, whenever in operation, have been 
located on streets. 

Owing to the increase in the appro- 
priation this year over last year by 
$2,000, it has been possible to main- 
tain four school playgrounds more this 
summer than last year. 

During the school year, the limited 
number of available playgrounds are 
usually congested, it is explained. 


Rain Delays Testing 
Of Auto Headlights 


The American Automobile Associa- 
tion last night postponed the testing 
of automobile headlights on account of 
rain. Two hundred cars were waiting 
at the stations but had to be turned 
back. So far 3,200 cars have been 
tested. Tonight is the last night of 
the campaign.

JEWS TO RECONSIDER ° 
APOLOGY OF FORD 


Resolution to Accept It to Be 
Brought Up at Meeting 
on July 28. 


A resolution to accept Ford’s apology 
will be brought up again on July 28, 
at the Ohev Sholem Synagogue, when 


a committee will be appointed to har- 
monize the views on the authority of 
rabbis in the preparation of Kosher 
meat. 

Declaring himself ready to accept 
Ford’s apology without reservation, 
Rabbi R. M. Barishansky, whose ‘in- 
Stallation here as “chief rabbi” several 
weeks ago precipitated a split in 
Washington orthodox Jewry, condem- 
ed the failure of Washington Jews to 
acknowledge the retraction at Wed- 
nesday’s mass meeting, in a statement 
made public last night. 

“The mere fact that a small group 
of local Jews have taken an attitude 
toward the Ford incident, that is not in 
accordance with the Jewish traditions 
and spirit, is in itself very tinim- 
portant, the statement said. “I am 
concerned here only with the possi- 
bility that the non-Jew might consider 
the attitude taken by this small group 
as representing the stand of all or even 
the majority of right-thinking Jews of 
Washington.” 

Rabbi J. T. Loeb said last night that 
action taken at the mass meeting could 
in no sense be considered a rejection 
of Ford’s apology, but merely a hesi- 
tancy to be precipitate in accepting the 
retraction. This step, he believes, 
might make the Jew appear in the 
light of “cringing.” He expressed the 
opinion that Washington’s orthodox 
cewry will be “big enough and mag- 
nanimous enough” to acknowledge the 
retraction, despite the harm the Inde- 
pendent’s policy has caused.

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‘Wreck’ Initiates Pershing 
Into Legion Honor Society 


Philadelphia Crew Handles General’s Induction Into 
Voiture 174 of District—Commander Furnishes 


Laughs, But Comes 


Through Unscathed. 


Gen. John J. Pershing went through 
a “wreck” here last night and emerged 
unscathed. And in so doing he provid- 
ed thrills and laughs galore for several 
hundred veterans of the World War 
from the District of Columbia and ad- 
jacent States. 

Incidentally Gen. Pershing, who is 
honorary commander of the American 
Legion, achieved by his pleased forbear- 
ance membership in La Societe Na- 
tional des 40 Hommes et 8 Chevaux, 
the honor society and playground 
adjunct of the legion. 

For the wreck that he went through 
wes the initiation ceremony and it was 
handled in all of its details by the 
famous “wrecking crew” of Voiture No. 
1, of Philadelphia, which was aug- 
mented for the occasion and was in 
charge of Chef de Gare Dr. Charles T. 
Gilden, jr., and Lieut. James J. Lucas, 
the conducteur. 

Gen. Pershing becomes a member of 
Voiture 174, of the District of Colum- 
bia, of which Austin S. Imirie is the 
Grand Chef de Gare, or commander. 
The Philadelphians came here at the 
invitation of Paul J. McGahan, a for- 
mer Philadelphian, who is the national 
historian of the order. 

The “wreck” was one of the most 
successful ever held in the East, accord- 
ing to Charles K. Mills, of Miami, Fla., 
the Chef de Chemin de Fer, or Na- 
tional Commander of the Forty and 
Eight. 

Those initiated into the Forty and 
Eight are known as “P G’s” or “Poor 
Goofs,” and in this category with Gen. 
Pershing last night were Maj. Gen. 
Amos A. Fries, chief of the chemical 
warfare service of the United States 
Army and department commander of 
the District of Columbia department 
of the American Legion; Capt. Charles 
D. McCullough, district passenger 
agent for the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and the four assistant directors of the 


United States Veterans’ Bureau, Co! 
George J. Ijams, Maj. Omar Clark, Maj 
John D. Cutter and Maj. Harold Brien- 
ing, as well.as a score of well known 
Washington veterans, incuding Maj. 
Daniel J. Donovan, the District auditor. 

Maj. J. G. Sims, of Nashville, Tenn.. 
national vice commander of the Ameri- 
can Legion, was present as the personal 
representative of National Commander 
Howard Savage. Maj. Gen. Anton 
Stephan, commander of the Twenty- 
ninth division; Lieut. Col. John Thomas 
Taylor, vice chairman of the legion’s 
national legislative committee, and 
Capt. Watson B. Miller, chairman of 
the legion’s national rehabilitation 
committee, also spoke at the dinner at 
the Hamilton Hotel, which preceded the 
“wreck.”

Posses of Peanuts Prove

The peanut no longer is a simple nut. 
It is “Exhibit A” of the Police Depart- 


ment, the terror of the motorist, the 
important link in a chain of criminal 
evidence. This metamorphosis followed 
logically the discovery that policemen 
of the First Precinct (and perhaps other 
precincts) are using peanuts, in addi- 
tion to chalk, to catch the unwary mo- 
torist who parks overtime. 

A machine, for instance, parks at 
Thirteenth and F streets northwest.

“An elephant is too heavy,” said an 
objector, the proprietor of a small 
sedan.

“Suppose he wasn’t hungry?” inquired 
a third. The elephant was unanimously 
overruled.

A British spokesman emphasized to- 
day that their cruiser problem is com- 
| plicated by the fact that during the 
world war Great Britain built a num- 
ber of vessels for scouting and patrol- 
ing in the North Sea. Now that the 
menace of the German high seas fleet 
has been removed, these vessels have 
been found useless for the navy’s gen- 
' eral peace-time work in other waters. 

For example, if such. ships were to 
‘operate in the Red Sea, the Persian 
Gulf or the Indian Ocean, larger and 
.cooler quarters would have to be pro- 
‘vided for their crews, otherwise the 
sailors would be “literally cooked” un- 
der the steel decks. These overhaul- 
ings in the interest of humanity, it 
was stated, would cause a considerable 
increase in the British tonnage quota. 

The same spokesman pointed out 
(that Great Britain, instead of being 
ahead of cruiser construction, is actu- 
‘ally behind, because during the war 
she was building ships for short cruis- 
ing radius and not for her general 
| needs. 

Finally, he declared, although Great 
Britain would be able to use some ob- 
solete or obsolescent vessels for con- 
| voying freighters, she would need newer 
and faster cruisers to convoy such fast 
liners as the Mauretania, Aquitania, 
Berengaria and Majestic, since the 
speed of a convoy obviously is that of 
its slowest unit.

Dysentery was more than twice as fa- 
tal as simple diarrhea. The ccnclu- 
sion is that so far as danger of sick- 
ness was concerned, diarrhea and dys- 
entery were still the principal hazards 
of children less than 2 years of age. 
The breast-fed babies were much safer 
than those artificially fed. 

The old notion that the baby’s second 
Summer was its ‘hardest season ‘was 
found to hold true so far as nonfatal 
diarrhea and dysentery were concerned. 
The diarrhea and dysentery rate of the 
second summer was almost twice as 
high as that of the first summer, Those 
yearling babies got well, though they 
suffered from diarrhea, nevertheless. 
Sickness is better than death. That is 
true, but it is bad business just the 
same. 

The research work of Dr.’ Arnold 
shows us that in hot weather the up- 
per stretches of the baby’s digestive 
apparatus are not as acid as they are 
in the, colder weather. This permits 
the bacteria which cause dysentery to 
get in their work once they get down 
the tube. 

Therefore the child under two should 
not have any raw food in hot weather 
unless it is known to be right. Breast 
milk belongs in that right class So 
coes pasteurized milk, boiled milk, 
soups and cereals. In addition to the 
raw foods, the coarse foods, such as 
corn and cabbage, are likely to-he dan- 
gerous.

Appointed Ambassador to France, in 
1907, Mr. White resigned in 1909, the 
first year of President Taft's admin- 
istration. Upon retirement from his 
Paris post and his return to New York, 
Mr. White was the guest of honor at 
a dinner tendered to him by the 5o- 


ciety of the Pilgrims, at which his 
services were eulogized by John Bige- 
low, who represented the United States 
in France at the time of Napoleon III, 
Levi P. Morton, ambassador from 1881 
to 1885, Joseph H. Choate and others. 

Mr. White received the honorary de- 
gree of doctor of laws from St. Andrews 
University (Scotland), and Johns 
Hopkins and Harvard. Among his dip- 
lomatic services, besides those already 
mentioned, were the following: He 
represented the United States at the 
International Conference in London in 
1887 and 1888, for the abolition of sugar 
bounties; the International Conference 
on Agriculture at Rome in 1905, which 
resulted in the founding of the Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture; he 
was chairman of the American delega- 
tion to the Fourth Pan-American Con- 
ference in Buneos Aires in 1910, and 
the same year special ambassador of 
the United States to the centenary of 
Chilean independence. 

He was a member of eleven clubs in 
New York, London, Paris, Washington 
and Baltimore, and a trustee of several 
important scientific geographic, phil- 
anthropic and educational institutions.

COAL IS CALLED BASIS 


OF FUTURE CHEMISTRY. 


Liquid Motor “Gas” Can Be 
Obtained From It, Says 
German Scientist. 


State College, Pa., July 15.—How 
science is meeting the probiems of 
exhaustion of fuel for both the human 
and the mechanical machine was 
demonstrated by chemists of renown at 
today’s sessions of the institute of 
chemistry of the American Chemical 
Society. 

The day of the end of the human 
race by starvation was pushed far off 
into the distance with the announce- 
ment of Louis C. Jones, of the Nitrogen 
Engineering Corporation, that huge 
stores of nitrogen in the atmosphere 
now can be relied on to furnish un- 
limited quantities of this necessary 
constitutent of fertilizer through new 
commercial developments of the syn- 
thesis of ammonia. 

Coal was cast in the role of important 
provider of the fuel of the future by 
Dr. Hans Tropsch, of the Kaiser Wil- 
helm Institute at Mulhefm-Ruhr, Ger- 
many. From coal, of which only a 
small fraction of the available deposits 
in the world has been used, will come 
liquid motor fuels which, in the opin- 
ion of Dr. Tropsch, is especially im- 
portant to those countries which have 
no deposits of oil. 


Two Methods Used. 


Dr. Tropsch said. 

“In Germany today the problem of 
transforming coal into oil is being in- 
tensively studied.

thesis to any definite coal, but it is 
possible to employ other carbonaceous 
substances as raw materials providing 
water gas can be obtained from them.

Muncie, Ind., Editor Charged 
Undue Influence by Klan 
in Court Work. 


Indianapolis, July 15 (A.P.).—George 
R. Dale, Muncie, Ind., publisher, who 
for four years has been fighting a 90- 
day sentence to the State farm for 
contempt of the Delaware Circuit Court, 
was today paroled by Gov. Ed Jackson 
upon recommendation of the trustees 
of the farm. 


Dale, however, will be required to pay 
a fine of $500 and costs assessed against 
him, and must be inducted into the 
institution for a nominal period before 
the parole can become effective. 

A parole instead of an outright par- 
don will keep the Muncie editor under 
jurisdiction of the farm trustees during 
the duration of the parole, after which, 
if custom is followed, an outright par- 
don likely will be issued. 

Dale was sentenced for contempt by 
Judge Clarence W. Dearth because of 
statements published in his weekly 
newspaper, the Muncie Post Democrat, 
in which Dale declared juries in Judge 
Dearth’s court were not properly picked.

400 Look On as Joliet Con- 


Vvicts Go to Their Death Smil- 


ing on Triple Gallows. 


KILLER OF JUDGE DIES 


Joliet, Ill., July 15 (A.P.).—Outdoors, 
in a heavy fog, while 400 men who only 
a moment before had been laughing 


and shouting, looked on, three of seven 


convicts who slew Peter Klein, deputy 
warden at the State Penitentiary near 
here, May 5, 1926, were hanged at 6:13 
o'clock this morning. 

Those who witnessed the execution 


had fought and struggled for an hour 


to get into the enclosure, walled about 
by a 20-foot board fence. 

Preceded by four priests, the three 

men, Roberto Torrez, Mexican; Walter 
Stalesky, Pole, and Charles Duschow- 
ski, a giant Lithuanian, emerged from 
the jail at 6:10 o’clock. Duschowski 
was grinning broadly and continued 
to smile until the white cap was placed 
over his head. 
.. The three men climbed a dozen steps 
up to the trapdoor through which 
they were to plunge three minutes 
later. Torrez took his stand and 
looked up at the noose which dangled 
over his head; Stalesky paled and 
staggered momentarily, but quickly re- 
gained his composure, while Duschow- 
ski grinned. Torrez summoned a smile 
to his face and in a clear voice shouted, 
“Good-by, everybody.” 

That was the only audible remark 
made by any of the trio. Torrez and 
Stalesky continued to make responses 
to the priest who stood in front of 
them until the very moment the white 
caps cut off their voices. 

The ceremony was brief and the 
three bodies shot through the trap- 
door together. 

The three condemned men presented 
a strange appearance in that they 
mounted the scaffold with long, flow- 
ing hair, mustaches and beards. Since 
they attempted to escape for the third 
time six weeks ago they had been de- 
nied razors or the services of a barber.

Augusto Sandino, found the latter still 
holding out against the demand to lay 
down his arms. Maj. Hatfield had de- 
manded that Gen. Sandino, who has 
been occupying American mines at San 
Fernando, disarm his force by 8 o'clock 
yesterday morning.

Maj. Hatfield, in presenting his ulti- 
matum this week, notified Gen. San- 
dino that refusal to obey the order to 
disarm would be followed by a joint 
attack against him by American and 
Nicaraguan forces.

100 witnesses were in the courtroom 
today when the State began to present 
its testimony in an effort to send 


Charles Birger, Art Newman and Ray | 


Hyland, southern Illinois gangsters, to 
the gallows for the murder of Mayor Joe 
Adams of West City. Some witnesses 
were unable to find seats ‘in the space 
reserved for them behind the rail. 

State’s Attorney Roy C. Martin, in 
his opening statement to the jury late 
yesterday, declared the State's witnesses 
would “track Birger and his men 
through every move they made in the 
murder plot.” 

It was expected several days would 
be required to complete the structure 
of evidence by which Martin intends 
to show Birger as the archplotter in 
the crime. The story, as briefly sum- 
marized in the opening statement, is 
that Birger is alleged to have sent two 
youths, Harry Thomasson, 19, and his 
brother, Elmo, 17, to kill Adams, whom 
he accused of sheltering the rival Shel- 
ton gangsters. Hyland is alleged to 
have driven the slayers’ automobile. 

Newman, according to the State’s at- 
torney, knew of the plot, escorted the 
murderers part way to the scene, joined 
them after the shooting and was pres- 
ent when Birger paid them $150 for the 
work. 

The State’s main reliance will be 
upon Harry Thomasson, who confessed 
his part in the killing and was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment, 

The prosecution also depends on two 
youths, whose names are withheld, to 
testify that Birger tried to hire them to 
kill Adams several weeks before he is 
alleged to have commissioned 
Thomasson boys.

THE CAB STAND GRAFT. 


The District Commissioners have before 
them now reports from two independent 
sources condemning the practice of leasing 
hacking privileges on public streets. Maj. 
Hesse recommended ,some time ago the estab- 
lishment of more than 200 stands in con- 
venient parts of Washington where all of the 
cab companies and the public might be served, 
with special favor to nobody. The Bureau of 
Efficiency, in its more recent findings, con- 
demns the pracfice of granting to one com- 
pany exclusive right to occupy the streets 
adjacent to some of the larger hotels.

The profits 
taken for this unlawful monopoly of street 
space are grafted from taxicabs excluded from 
the combination. If competition were free 
and fair it is probable that the public would 
be better served. The sooner this ancient 
graft is abolished the better, 


SAFETY OF THE CHILDREN, 


The killing of 8 children and the maim- 
ing of 231 by motorists during the last 
months is the record of Washington. 
It is a shameful exhibit. 

Until such time as Congress shall help to 
save children’s lives by providing more play- 
grounds, the only playground for the average 
child will be the street. And yet the increase 
of motor cars has made the street full of 
deadly danger to children. 

Parents have found it necessary to impose 
an ironclad rule upon their children to “keep 
on the sidewalk.” The casualty record would 
have reached horrifying proportions if chil- 
dren had not generally obeyed this rule. But 
a proportion of them can not or will not ob- 
serve the rule, and motorists must be on guard 
accordingly. 

On residence streets lined with parked cars 
the speed limit should be cut down. A mo- 
torist has no means of knowing that the 
street is not lined with children ready ta dart 
to death under his wheels. High speed in 
these conditions is equivalent to murder. 
But motorists* will travel at high speed un- 
less the law rules otherwise. 

The first responsibility for protection of 
children from motor accidents rests upon the 
parent. It is a heavy responsibility, because 
even the most conscientious parent can not 
be expected to devote all his time to herding 
his children upon the sidewalk. Much can be 
done, however, by constant reiteration of 
warnings and by stern enforcement of the 
rule against playing in the street. Drivers of 
automobiles are also responsible for the safety 
of children in the street, although many mo- 
torists have failed to grasp the fact of re- 
sponsibility. More rigorous punishment of 
reckless drivers, more rigorous enforcement 
the signs, and a reduction of speed 
limits on residence streets usually lined with 
parked cars would help greatly to safeguard 
child life and limb. 

A fresh campaign to secure additional play- 
grounds should be undertaken. The city lags 
behind other cities in this matter. Congress 
is negligent, largely because District affairs 
are in the hands of nonresidents. They must 
be impressed with the need for playgrounds. 
Every parent should urge the organization of 
a playground campaign, to be pressed forward 
until all children are provided with places for 
recreation Within convenient distance of their 
homes.

CHEAPER THAN WAR, 


Since he became chief of staff of the United 
States Army, Maj. Gen. Charles P. Summerall 
has developed as a public speaker to such an 
extent that he is regarded as the foremost 
orator in the United States Army. Gen. Sum- 
merall is called upon to address gatherings of 
veterans, training camps and similar military 
organizations all over the country. On Friday 
afternoon he delivered an address at the re- 
union of the Forty-second Division at Des 
Moines, in which he uttered a few thoughts 
which it might be well for that great party of 
pacifists, who are attempting to “‘outlaw war’’ 
by legislation, to take to heart. 

“Mere wealth and large population are not, 
per se, guarantees to safety,’’ said Gen. Sum- 
merall. .‘‘Wealth is a temptation to evildoers 
and numbers are not an asset unless trained. 
Centuries ago Virgil observed that the*number 


of sheep in a flock did not influence a wolf.” 


Then he directed attention to the fact that 
great weight is attached to the argument that 
Wars are costly. ‘“This,’’ he said, “is of course 


true, but the argument fails to take into con- 


sideration the credit side of the ledger and 
the significant fact that unpreparedness in- 
creases the duration of war, and consequently 
both the accumulation of per diem costs and 
the length of interruption to commerce. When 
we add to this the additional toll in lives and 
suffering, we see that unpreparedness is im- 
measurably more costly than adequate pre- 
paredness. . : 

“A favorite delusion is the one that pre- 
paredness fosters militarism, which in turn 
As veterans of a modern war, I 
ask you gentlemen, does a sane man, who 
knows war, seek another war? The veteran, 
having seen war stripped of its glamour, hates

BOBBY ‘JONES. 


There was more than one remarkable fea- 
ture in the victory of Bobby Jones in the Brit- 


ish open championship. His record of suc- 
cess in two successive years has never been 
equaled by an amateur. No player ever made 
as low a score in the 72-hole competition. 
The average golfer will marvel] most, however. 
over the accounts of Jones’ putting. The 
greens at St. Andrews are huge affairs. The 
cup is in many instances more than 10U teet 
from the edge of the turf carpet. Many a 
duffer would be tempted to make a pitch shot 
even after he got on the green. 

It was on these greens that Jones won the 
championship and saved strokes. Once he 
sank a putt more than 100 feet long. Again 
and again he sank the ball at lesser distances 
and yet far enough away to seem impossible. 
The trepidation with which so many golfers 
view any putt more than a foot long was evi- 
dently lacking in the make-up of the American 
star. He demonstrated to the British and the 
world that no man can hope to play cham- 
pionship golf until he masters his putter. The 
trouble is, that although many persons ac- 
knowledge the truth of the axiom, they are 
unable to put it into pmactice. 


A WAY TO 


SAVE THE BALLOTS. 


The suggestion of Senator David A Reed 
that the Senate committee on privileges and 
elections call for the Pennsylvania ballots in 
the Vare-Wilson contest presents a sane solu- 
tion of this rather illogical controversy. The 
Federal court has ruled that only the Senate 
can define the authority of its committees. It 
already is established that the committee on 
privileges and elections is a continuing body 
and it, moreover, is the standing committee 
charged with the investigation of disputed 
claims for Senate seats. 

The activities of the Reed ‘‘slush fund” 
committee, instead of assisting in the determi- 
nation of the contest brought by the defeated 
Democratic candidate for the Senate in Penn- 
sylvania, have jeopardized it. Pennsylvania

There are no Senate funds available 
for their work and only a forlorn hope that 
they can succeed by continuing the course on 
which théy started. Certainly it is to the 
interest of Vare, Wilson and the Senate to 
reach a fair decision in the contest.

EDISON’S LATEST EFFORT. 


It is characteristic of Thomas Edison that 
he should begin research work in an entirely 
new field when past his eightieth year. It 
was this same thirst for knowledge that in- 
spired him when a younger man, and led to 
the thousands of: inventions to his credit. 
There comes a period in life, however, when 
the average man is willing to look upon his 
accomplishments and decide that he has done 
enough. A person with anything approaching 
Edison’s record of service to the world might 
easily feel that he had earned a rest from his 
labors, 

The spirit of Edison differs. He has take 
up the study of rubber. Theoretically, he is 
starting from scratch, for he is not familiar 
the technical details of the industry 
He 
knowledge, as his biographers 
say he has done in many other of his experi- 


ments,.by reading every available treatise on 


the subject. In order to be nearer his refer- 
ence sources he has left his own home, and is 
devoting the minutes, which would have been 
lost in getting to and from the libraries, 
to additional work. 

Edison himself does not know exactly what 
he is seeking or what he will find. The same 
thing was true when he began many of his 
other experiments. His method‘has been to 
scan the sum of human knowledge on a given 
subject, and see the opportunities for further 
development which his predecessors in the 
same field overlooked. There is reason to be- 
lieve that Edison is investigating both the pos- 
sibility of rubber production in this country 
and the feasibility of extracting from kindred 
plants a rubber substitute. 

New discoveries in either direction would 
be of far-reaching benefit to the United States 
and its citizens. No way has as yet been found 


to produce rubber trees in this country, nor. 


have chemists been successful in their efforts 
to produce synthetic rubber of sufficient dura- 
bility to replace the work of nature. As é 
result American users of rubber have been at 
the mercy of foreign producers, and have more 
than once been made to pay dearly because of 
their dependency on imported rubber. Edison’s 
success in his present endeavor would increase 
the debt which his countrymen Owe to him.

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PRESBYTERIAN MINISTER 
THREATENED WITH SUIT 


Telegram Received in Wake 
of Exoneration of the Rev. 
A. E. Barrows. 


BY ‘OFFICERS’ COMMITTEE’ 


A threat of civil.action against the 
Rev. Alfred E.,. Barrows, pastor of the 
Eastern Presbyterian Church, was re- 
ceived yesterday at the meeting of 
the Washington Presbytery, in the 
wake of the announcement that the 
judicial commission of the body had 
completely exonerated the pastor of 
accusations of conduct unbecoming a 
minister, made by membDers of his con- 
gregation. 

An anonymous telegram, signed “An 
Officers’ Committee,” contained the 
threat. The telegram was delivered to 
the Rev. Wallace Radcliffe, chairman 
of the judicial commission, while he 
was reading the verdict of the pastor 
in the New York Avenue Presbyterian 
Church. The telegram stated “should 
the Rev. Mr. Barrows be acquitted, a 
committee of officers of his church will 
appeal to the District Supreme Court 
to have an administrator appointed to 
handle the church affairs.” 

The commission was appointed a 
month ago to conduct the trial of the 
pastor and give a final decision by the 
presbytery, governing body of the 
church. The commission comprised 
four ministers and three elders, chosen 
from the officers of 40 churches in

Dr. Radcliffe was reviewing the 
charges when the telegram was deliv- 
ered. The meeting was adjourned while 
the commission considered the threat 
and then the chairman resumed his 
reading. The commission held that the 
charges against the pastor, specifying 
that he had made a confession and 
greed to leave the church; that he 
had been detected by. a policeman 
while engaged in misconduct, and that 
he had spread propaganda within the 
ranks of church members, had not 
been sustained. 

The commission rebuked the pastor 
for the manner in which he handled 
the situation and urged that such mat- 
ters should be handled “with extreme 
care and without publicity.” The com- 
mission also declared that the decision 
“is not intended to reflect on the char- 
acter or motive of the prosecution and 
both parties in conflict consist of those 
who are in good standing in the mem- 
bership of the church.” 

Branding the threatening telegram 
as a “hoax, which, timed to the minute 
for its dramatic effect, bears the ear- 
marks of a bungling attempt to dis- 
credit the prosecution,” Alfred E. Cal- 
vert, who led the prosecution in the 
case, last night declared that a dozen 
Officers of the church had met and 
agreed to carry the case no further.

BUSINESS SUSTAINED 


Federal Reserve Board Re- 
ports on Conditions for 
First Half of 1927. 


(Associated Press.) 

Continued growth of bank credit, a 
sustained volume of production and 
trade, and the absence of further de- 
clines in the general level of com- 
modity prices were listed yesterday by 
the Federal Reserve Board as the out- 
standing characteristics of the credit 
and business situation for the first six 
months of this year. 

An increase of more than $900,000,- 
000 between the seasonal low point in 
February. and the high point at the 
close of June occurred in loans and in- 
vestments of the members of the Fed- 
eral Reserve system, the board an- 
nounced, while member bank credit 
was in larger volume at the midyear 
than at any previous time. For the 
first time since 1924, a considerable 
growth was shown in the volume of 
credit extended by New York City 
banks. Reporting on national busi- 
ness conditions, the board declared 
that industrial production had increas- 
ed in May, continuing at a higher level 
than a year ago. 

Distribution of commodities was in 
smaller volume, with the general price 
level of wholesale commodities chang- 
ing little. Output of manufactures in- 
creased considerably, although many 
commodities ranged around the April 
level. Sales of retail stores showed 
more than the seasonable decline.

HONOR Q. A. SKINNER 


Shoemaker, 98, Never Was 
lll; Never Took Medicine 
Nor Wore Eyeglasses. 


While his children, grandchildren 
and great grandchildren stood in the 
line of mourners, Quincy Adams Skin- 
ner, 98 years old, his. body wrapped in 
the battle fiag of the Confederacy, 
which he followed from Bull Run to 
Appomattox, was buried yesterday in 
Glenwood Cemetery. Rites were con- 
ducted at his home, 202914 Ninth 
street northwest. 

Mr. Skinner was born in 1829 in 
Loudon County, Va. On the day his 
native State seceded from the Union 
he enlisted in the Eighth Virginia 
Regiment, and did not lay down his 
rifle until Gen. Lee surrendered at 
Appomattox. 

While his body lay in state at the 
home, which he made with his son, 
David, the Stars and Stripes, for which 
several of his sons and grandsons 
fought, were draped over his coffin. 

Mr. Skinner was a shoemaker and 
held to the bench until he was 80 years 
old. His sons recalled that he was not 
only hale and hearty until the day 
of his death, Wednesday, but was never 
ill a day in his life—never took medi- 
cine and never wore eyeglasses, He 
came to this city eleven years ago and 
made his home with his son. He is sur- 
vived by four other sons, Henry A., 
Ernest L., Claude C., and Joseph T. 
Skinner; sixteen grandchildren and 26 
great- -grandchildren.

BUREAU OF STANDARDS 
TO STUDY TYPEWRITING 


Kennedy Expected to Confer 
With Peter’and Reconstruct 
the Entire Case. 


One weary and baffled detective was 
getting ready to withdraw from the in- 
vestigation of the murder of Edward 
L. Mills, Hunting Hill farmer, last 
night as another one, fresh and eager, 
arrived on the scene to take up the 


hunt. 

Lieutenant of Detectives James Man- 
ning, of Baltimore, who was loaned to 
the Montgomery County authorities 
and who has had actual charge of the 
investigation, announced in Rockville 
that he would return to Baltimore to- 
day. He would not say, however, that 
he would retire from the case perma- 
nently, but it is generally believed that 
he is through. 

At the same time it was announced 
that Raymond Kennedy, head of a 
Baltimore private detective bureau, had 
been employed to hunt down Mills’ 
slayer. Kennedy said he would send to 
the Bureau of Standards today photo- 
static copies of the statement that was 
pinned to the dead man’s body in an 
effort to learn the make of typewriter 
that was used in writing the note that 
has .baffled Montgomery County au- 
thorities. 


To Prepare Statement. 


Kennedy also declared that he would 
prepare a statement for the press to- 
day. He said the prepared statement 
broadcast by the newspapers may fur- 
nish information from a resident of the 
Rockville area that may lead to the 
solution of the crime. 

It was generally believed last night 
that Kennedy will confer with State’s 
Attorney Robert E. Peter today and 
reconstruct the entire case. It is the 
consensus of the entire force of in- 
vestigators that the last paragraph of 
the now famous note or confession was 
written by a person of more than ordi- 
nary intelligence, one who has had ex- 
perience in establishments where legal 
phrases are used and was an expert 
typist. 

Whisky Deal Seen. 


It is the general belief of those in 
charge of the investigation that Mills 
was slain over a combination woman- 
liquor deal. Little by little, they say, 
the illicit whisky manufacturing rami- 
fications of the murdered man are 
leaking out. The investigators are con- 
vinced that some of the witnesses who 
have been examined know more of the 
murder than they have told. 

It is common gossip around the 
courthouse and the street corners at 
Rockville that many persons know the 
identity of the killer but will not dis- 
close that information for fear that 
they will be murdered and their homes 
burned. 


Rare Lace for Altar 
Is Given to Cathedral 


A strip of rare Spanish needle-point 
lace for altar use and an orfginal pocket 
case of metal, containing ordination 
papers dating back to 1773, were do- 
nated recently to the Washington Ca- 
thedral at Mount St. Alban. 

The lace, 11 feet long and 7 inches 
wide, dating back to approximately 
1640, was given by Mrs. Ridgley Hunt, 
of this city, in memory of her mother, 
Mrs. William Cruger Pell, of New York. 
The strip will be used on the Jerusalem 
altar of the cathedral. The pocket 
case, @ rare antique, containing papers 
which set forth the theological abilities 
of the Rev. Thomas Reed, rector of the 
old Rock Creek Parish, were presented 
by Mrs. Charle~ x.yman, great-grand- 
daughter of the Rev. Dr. Reed and wife 
of the Rev. Charles Lyman, minister at 
the Union Mission, Hankow, China. 


Chain Bridge Repairs 
Held to Be Futile 


Capt. H. C. Whitehurst, assistant to

ICE COMPANY BLOCKS - 
LAND CONDEMNATION 


Property Desired by District 
for the Extension of 
Taylor Street. 


The American Ice Company, which 
owns some of the land desired by the 
District government for the extension 
of Taylor street, between Georgia ave- 
nue and Thirteenth street northwest, 
was successful yesterday in the United 


States District Court in blocking the 
condemnation proceedings begun by 
the Commissioners. The proceedings 
were dismissed by Justice Jennings 
Bailey after the company had contend- 
ed that the act of Congress of May 
28, 1926, under which the Commis- 
sioners proceeded, was defective and 
invalid in so far as it sought to place 
the expense of extending the general 
highway plan upon the _ property 
owners. 

According to the contentions of W. 
C. Sullivan, counsel for the company, 
the act subjected the property owner 
to the expense of defending the con- 
demnation proceedings and carried no 
provision for payment in case the dam- 
ages were greater than the benefits. 
Sullivan also contended that the act 
gave the Commissioners the right to 
summarily dismiss a condemnation pro- 
ceedings after putting the property 
owners to considerable expense to de- 
fend their holdings. Counsel also 
charged that the petition filed by the 
Commissioners in this case did not 
sufficiently describe the land to be 
condemned. Alexander H. Bell, jr., of 
counsel for the Commissioners, noted 
an appeal to the Court of Appeals. 


6,000 U. S. VETERANS 
DEFAULT ON LOANS 


in 


Bonus Certificates Paid 
Fall, Hines Says, Regret- 
ting Misconception. 


(Associated Press.) 

Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, director 
of the Veterans’ Bureau, disclosed yes- 
terday that more than 6,000 former 
soldiers who borrowed on their bonus 
certificates had failed to redeem them 
at their banks. All of these defaulted 
certificates have been received by the 
bureau and paid in full since July 1, 
the general said. 

Failure of the former service men to 
redeem their certificates, which they 
had deposited as security for loans, 
was attributed by Gen. Hines to mis- 
conception of their value and “an 
eagerness to convert them into cash 
and then forget all about it.” 

“Up to today,” he said, “473,024 loans, 
with a value of $44,336,204 had been 
made by banks over the country. 
We are prepared to take up the entire 
amount if mecessary, and at a mo- 
ment’s notice.” In addition to#90-day 
loans made by the banks, the Veterans’ 
Bureau has made direct loans of $24,- 
000,000 on approximately 275,000 ad- 
ditional applications.
